The €amlly came to Councl)
Blufra (n 1850, Mr. Rishton’a father hought
a clalm near Poney creeck, and In a one-
room log house with a dirt-covered roof he
Hved for €everal years with his wife and
family of alx children. They rcached here
on May 16, with no provisions and but sczant-
fly suppllied with money. That &eason the
Mormon exodus wad very great and the
departing emigrants carrled with them ahout
all of the fpod surplus that resulted from the
previous year's crop ralsed by the few haridy
ploneers who had eleared outl little patches
for farming purposes, The flret bushel of
corn meal bonght by the family eost $2.50
in gold, and necesaltated a Journey to Parks’
mill and a long walt to get It Speculutors
on the previous evening had bought up all
of tho corn al 10 cents & bushel and sold it
at 32 during the spring and summer, By the
middle of the season this was all gone and
for six weeks Mr. Rishton and hils family
wire obllged to conflue themselves to a dict
composed of sgquashes and pig-weed. Mr,
Rishton entertalred the large number of
friends by recounting thess experiences,
Among the guests were about all of the old
citlzens of the eity and county and the tales
of ploneer 1ife apun by them were very Inter-
estlng. Abundant refreshments were served
during the evening.
